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Pedophile pleads guilty in Estill Circuit Court

A former Irvine busi¬ 
ness owner who will 
serve time in a federal 
prison on child pornog¬ 
raphy charges, has now 
pleaded guilty to related 
charges in Estill Circuit 
Court. 

Robert Dundon, 57, of 
Lexington, former owner 
of Dundons Press on 
Eades Drive in the White 
Oak area, pleaded guilty 
to first degree sodomy 
and first degree sexual 
abuse last Friday

Charges of first degree 
unlawful transaction 
with a minor, use of a 
minor under 16 in a sex¬ 
ual performance, promot¬ 
ing sexual performance 


by a minor under 16 
and possession of matter 
portraying sexual perfor¬ 
mance by a minor, were 
dismissed as part of the 
plea bargain. 

Sentences of 15 years 
on the sodomy charge 
and four years on the sex 
abuse charge were rec¬ 
ommended. 

The sentences will 
run consecutively, for a 
total of 19 years on these 
charges. 

Dundon was arrested 
by the Kentucky State 
Police as a result of their 
investigation into his 
activities which began 


when they received a 
report that Dundon was 
photographing nude 
teenage boys on the 
beach at Boonesborough 
on July 7, 2010. 

Estill County Attorney 
Rodney Davis said, at 
the time of Dundon’s 
arrest, that it was his 
understanding that some 
of the victims were from 
Estill County. 

Dundon volunteered 
to help the yearbook 
staff at the Estill County 
Middle School. He also 
worked closely with the 
local Boy Scouts. 

Pornographic images 


depicting minors in sexu¬ 
al acts were found at his 
place of business. 

His bail was set at 
$75,000 cash only. He 
was placed under an 
order by United States 
Marshalls to keep him in 
custody if he made bail. 

The marshalls picked 
him up while he was 
still being held in the 
Bourbon County Jail. He 
was indicted by a federal 
grand jury for possession 
and distribution of child 
pornography. 

He pleaded guilty and 
was sentenced on July 19 
in Eastern District of the 


United States Court in 
Lexington and was sen¬ 
tenced to 235 months. 

His state time will run 
concurrently with his 
federal time. 

Dundon was indicted 
by the Estill County 
Grand Jury in October. 

Formal sentencing for 
Dundon will occur on 
March 23, after a court 
ordered sexual offender 
evaluation is performed. 

The court reserves the 
right to reject his plea 
agreement. 


This hobby is 
4 for the birds ’

Rhonda Turner, of Drowning Creek Ridge Road, 
became known as “the bird lady” to folks in the nurs¬ 
ing homes where she would take an assortment of 
birds to show off to residents. 

Her “bird therapy” sessions seemed just as benefi¬ 
cial to patients as visits from dogs and cats. 

Rhonda no longer takes her birds to nursing homes 
because of time constraints and stricter regulations, 
but she still keeps a collection of feathered friends, 
including doves, cockatiels, canaries, love birds, a pair 
of Red Golden pheasants and a brilliant sun conure. 

Scooter, the sun conure, is from the parrot class, and 
was a birthday present from her mom six years ago. 
He lives in Rhonda’s house and likes to help himself 
to her sweet tea. 

Besides Scooter, Rhonda has a few zebra finches 
and canaries that she keeps caged indoors. They 
are the smallest of the many varieties of birds that 
Rhonda raises. 

“There is no more beautiful sound on earth than the 
song of a canary,” she says. 

Rhonda’s bird hobby began about 11 years ago when 
her oldest son Ryan was 15. He was into raising 
chickens, turkeys and pigeons, and she’d take him to 
swaps and poultry shows. Pretty soon, Rhonda was 
the one “bringing stuff home.” 

She and Ryan built a chicken coop in the backyard 
which eventually got converted into a giant bird 
house. 

Ryan is 26 now. Rhonda also has a daughter, 
Brittany, who is 23, and a second son, Cody, who is 
18. 

“The boys aren’t really interested in the hobby 
anymore, but Britt has a heart like me; if anything is 
orphaned or hurt, we become the foster parents,” says 
Rhonda. 

“Last spring, she brought at least three wild baby 
birds home that had fallen out of the nest. She helped 
me feed them until they were old enough to take care 
of themselves.” 

Rhonda is currently providing housing for “about 
40 cockatiels, 10 doves, 2 pheasants, 8 parakeets and 
a few love birds.” 

The birds can be heard long before they can be seen, 
as their home rings with a chorus of tweets, squawks, 
screeches and the odd laughter of doves trying to woo 
a mate. 

When Rhonda steps inside the bird house bear-

Deadline for candidates to file for office was 
Tuesday, except for those running for congress

The deadline for can¬ 
didates to file to run for 
election in the May pri¬ 
mary was Tuesday, Jan. 
31. 

But, according to a 
report on lexl8.com, the 
Kentucky legislators 
voted and Gov. Steve 
Beshear signed into law 
Monday House Bill 2 
which extended the filing 


deadline for congressional 
candidates until Feb. 7. 
All other candidates have 
run out of time. 

Commonwealth 
Attorney Heather Combs 
(R) filed for reelection to 
that office and is the only 
candidate to file. 

Both women who passed 
the state administered 
circuit clerk’s test have 
filed for the office. 

They are Stephanie 
Brinegar and Mattie 


M. Spencer. Both are 
Republicans. The current 
clerk, Charlene Baker, 
will retire at the end of 
her term. 

The City of Irvine vot¬ 
ers will elect a board of 
council. All the incum¬ 
bents have filed. 

They are Tommy “Tobo” 
Bryant, Tim Burkhart, 
Billy Dean Arthur, Woody 
Tipton and Nell Williams, 
all Republicans. The only 
Democrat to file is Janice 


Bush. 

The City of Ravenna will 
also elect a new board of 
council and Estill County 
will elect three school 
board members, but both 
are non-partisan races, so 
candidates don’t have to 
run in the primary. They 
will have to file in August 
for the general election in 
November. 

Incumbent Ben 

Chandler (D), Andy Barr 
(R), Curtis Kenimer (R), 


and Randolph Vance, 
(write-in) have filed for 
the sixth district con¬ 
gressional representative 
seat. 

Presidential candi¬ 
dates are President 
Barack Obama (D), Newt 
Gingrich (R), Ron Paul 
(R), Mitt Romney (R) and 
Rick Santorum (R). 
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Board of education talks money

There was good news and bad news when the Estill 
County Board of Education began discussing the 
2012-2013 budget at a meeting at central office. 

The good news is the school system has $2.7 in a 
contingency fund. The bad news is they never know 
how much funding they will get from the state from 
Seek Education Excellence in Kentucky. 

Superintendant Bert Hensley told the board 
that the SEEK calculation from the Kentucky 
Department of Education shows the county will 
receive $11,180,664. This is about $177,000 less than 
last year’s funding. After adding in other state rev¬ 
enue sources the total contribution from the state of 
$11,425,738. 

Revenue from property taxes is stated at 
$1,711,792.92. This along with the state funding 
comprises most of the school system’s expected 
receipts. The total amount budgeted for 2012-2013 is 
$19,194,198 which is nearly $2 million less than last 
year. 

“It’s the unfunded mandates that get you, always 
a surprise,” Hensley said. “They are talking about 
selling ads to put on the sides of buses. This might 
help the big city school systems bring in some money, 
but we are limited in rural districts, so we have to 
depend on SEEK.” 

The proposed budget is a public record and may be 
viewed in its entirety at central office during regular 
business hours. 

Hensley told the board that a recent bond sale, 
which amounts to the same thing as refinancing a 
home, will save the school board more than $168,000 
in the coming years on interest. The bonds were pur¬ 
chased by Morgan Keegan & Co. giving the school 
system an interest rate of 2.0199 percent. 

The board accepted two offers of assistance. One 
was from the Kentucky School Facilities Construction 
Commission Finance and Administration Cabinet for 
$26,515 for technology. It will be equally matched by 
the school board. 

The other offer of assistance is from the same cabi¬ 
net for $39,008 for annual debt service for proposed 
construction or major renovation of school buildings. 

The board accepted both offers. 

The board awarded a contract for hazardous 
material abatement at the West Irvine School con¬ 
struction site to the low bidder, Abate Solutions 
Technologies for $10,985. The other two bids came 
from ACM Construction at $15,000 and Interstate 
Environmental Services at $14,704. 

The board discussed the 2011-2012 school calen¬ 
dar. Only two days of school have been missed due to 
weather, making the end of school fall on May 18, if 
no more days are missed. 

“Usually at this time, we are talking about whether 
we will be having a spring break and now we are 
talking about an earlier last day of school,” Hensley 


said. 

Estill County Emergency Management/ CSEPP 
Director Fred Rogers spoke to the board about 
CSEPP building a storage building on the grounds at 
Estill Springs. 

He told them that they would run electric service to 
the building and store air purifiers and other things 
which might be needed for an emergency. CESPP will 
foot the bill for the electric service. 

Assistant Superintendent Randall Christopher said 
there would be a lease agreement between CSEPP 
and the school system for them to use the building 
for a few years, then it would belong to the system. 

“The board will pay no money for it,” Rogers said. 

Christopher said he will bring the idea back to the 
board once all the details are worked out. 

Christopher told the board that the South Irvine 
Pre-K cooks had entered the National School Lunch 
Program contest that they won last year and won 
again this year. 

During the board forum part of the program, for¬ 
mer School Resource Officer James Gross asked to be 
heard. 

He was recently replaced as SRO and told the 
board that people in the community asked him why 
he was no longer in that position. 

“I told them it had nothing to do with you all. I 
have enjoyed working with the kids, teachers, bus 
drivers, cooks and principals for the past six years,” 
he said. 

He said he had done the best he could and would 
like to SRO again. 

“I will take a 10 percent cut in pay to have the job 
back,” he said. “As far as I know I had no complaints. 

I mean no disrespect for Karl (Estill Deputy Karl 
Rifenbark, the current SRO). We are friends. I will do 
anything I can to get back in the program.” 

In other business, the board: 

•Approved the treasurer’s report; 

•Approved a copier contract for West Irvine School; 
•Approved the second reading of policy regarding 
performance credit; 

•Approved out of district training expense for 2012; 
•Approved out of state Gear-UP trips. 

The board also acknowledged the following person¬ 
nel actions: 

•For regular employment, Amy Arvine, paraeduca- 
tor at South Irivine, Daniel Folk, teacher at Estill 
Middle, DeLora St. John, paraeducator, South Irvine, 
and Kara Williams, Family Resource Manager for 
South Irvine/ West Irvine. 

•For intermittent/substitutes, Whitney Ballard, 
teacher, Tanya Durbin, teacher, Alisha Estes-Miller, 
bus driver, Philip Hardy, custodian, Steven Harrison, 
custodian, Kendra Stacy bus assistant and Brittany 
Thomas, teacher.

Two teachers 
injured in wreck on 
the way to school

Two teachers were 
injured in a two-car 
crash on Kentucky 
Highway 82 , the Spout 
Springs Road, last 
Thursday as they trav¬ 
eled in opposite direc¬ 
tions to their jobs. 

It had been raining 
and the roadway was wet 
at 7:30 a.m., as Deborah 
Rose, 44, was driving 
her 2004 Jeep toward 
Powell County, where she 
teaches. 

At the same, Tonya K. 
Smyth, 33, was driving 
her 2010 Nissan toward 
Irvine to her substi¬ 
tute teacher’s position 
at Estill County High 
School. 

According to an acci¬ 
dent report prepared 
by Estill Sheriff Gary 
Freeman, Rose lost 
control of her vehicle, 
crossed the center line 
and hit Smyth’s Nissan 
head-on. 

Freeman said Rose’s 
Jeep went up over the 


top of the Nissan. 

Estill Medical Services 
Ambulance personnel 
immediately requested 
a helicopter from the 
University of Kentucky 
to land at the scene and 
Smyth was transported 
as soon as she was 
extracted from the car. 

Rose was transported 
to Marcum & Wallace 
Hospital by Estill EMS. 
Friends say she had sev¬ 
eral bone fractures, but 
that her injuries were 
non life-threatening. 

Smyth’s injuries 
weren’t as serious as 
first believed and family 
members say she was 
released from the hospi¬ 
tal over the weekend. 

Freeman said Rose told 
him she didn’t know why 
she lost control of her 
vehicle. He said there 
was part of a deer car¬ 
cass in the road, but he 
didn’t know if it was a 
factor in the wreck.

ing snacks of boiled eggs 
and raw spinach leaves, 
Bopper, an albino cocka- 
tiel, immediately flies 
to rest on her upturned 
hand and helps himself to 
boiled egg. 

As Bopper eats, some 
of the other birds land on 
Rhonda’s head and pick 
at her hair. 

“It took several years for 
me to breed these albino 
cockatiels,” Rhonda says. 

She has also bred some 
beautiful lemon-colored 
lutino cockatiels—without 
bald spots. This is quite 
an accomplishment, says 
Rhonda, because typical¬ 
ly “when you breed yel¬ 
low with yellow, they will 
have bald heads.” 

Not only has Rhonda 
raised birds for her own 
personal enjoyment, but 
she has bred the birds 
for show—and she’s been 
quite successful at that. 

A few years ago, she 
won first place at the 
National Young Bird 
Show in Louisville with 
a black “Nun,” a fancy 
breed of pigeon with a 
black circle of feathers 
around its face and neck. 
Rhonda says she won 
“lots of ribbons” with her 
doves, too. 

Of all the birds Rhonda 
currently owns, she has 
bred and raised nearly all 
of them herself. 


She says cockatiels 
must be fed by hand after 
they are about three 
weeks old, or they will 
bite the blood out of who¬ 
ever tries to hold them. 
She starts by feeding the 
babies with a syringe. 
She has been known to 
set her alarm clock and 
feed baby cockatiels every 
one and one-half hours 
around the clock. 

“Uggie was one of my 
first cockatiels and the 
only one that I have 
left of that first flock,” 
Rhonda says. She keeps 
him because of his ability 
to “throw a variety of col¬ 
ors in his offspring.” 

And besides, he will 
whistle the Andy Griffith 
song if he’s in the mood. 
Following Uggie’s lead, a 
couple of the other males 
have learned to whistle 
the tune too. 

Rhonda holds out a 
cupped hand filled with 
seeds, and a wild ringneck 
dove lands on her wrist to 
eat from the palm of her 
hand. Someone rescued 
the dove from a nest in 
a tree they’d cut down 
and brought it to Rhonda, 
who hand fed it with a 
syringe. 

“This may be the only 
wild dove in the state 
that does this,” she says, 
the bird still eating calm¬ 
ly from her hand. 

The most exotic look¬ 
ing bird she owns is the 
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male Red-Golden pheas¬ 
ant. His feathers are a 
patchwork of brilliant 
colors, except for his long 
tail feathers that are 
shades of golden brown 
and black. Like most 
female birds, his mate is 
smaller and plain, with 
brown and black feathers 
all over. 

Although many of the 
birds originated in tropi¬ 
cal climates, she says they 
can adjust to Kentucky 
winters if exposed gradu¬ 
ally. 

She does use a heat 
lamp in the “loft” where 
the birds roost on cold 
nights. 

Rhonda says she used 
to spend a lot more time 
on her hobby. 

“I had 150 birds at one 
time,” she says. She scaled 
back her bird operation 
when she enrolled in col¬ 
lege in the fall of 2006. 

Rhonda recently grad¬ 
uated with a degree in 
environmental health sci¬ 


ence. She will be travel¬ 
ing to Nevada this sum¬ 
mer where she will be 
working as a health and 
safety specialist intern 
for the Barrick Gold 
Corporation. She will be 
working in a goldmine. 

She’s debating what to 
do with her birds while 
she’s gone. 

“I’d like to find some¬ 
one to care for them,” she 
says, acknowledging that 
they are a lot of work. In 
summer, the birds require 
fresh water at least twice 
a day, because they like 
to bathe in their drinking 
water. 

“I’d really hate to get rid 
of them, because they’re 
used to a lot of freedom,” 
Rhonda says, standing 
in the fly pen she built 
on the side of the bird 
house. 

“These are my babies,” 
she adds.

Proposed budget expands access 
to preschool to more 4 year olds 


To understand why my 
proposed budget expands 
access to preschool to 
4,000 more Kentucky 
four year olds, it helps to 
imagine two kindergar¬ 
ten classes arriving for 
the first day of school. 

In one class, the kids 
are bright-eyed and 
healthy. They know the 
alphabet, their numbers, 
and a little rudimentary 
math (think basic addi¬ 
tion and subtraction). 
They can even read a 
little bit, and are able 
hold a conversation with 
adults. In short, they’re 
confident, curious, cre¬ 
ative and energetic. They 
want to learn. 

In the other class, 
the kids are just the 
opposite. Several have 
health problems, like 
tooth aches, asthma 
and lingering sickness 
caused by poor nutrition. 
They’ve never been read 
to, don’t know either 
their letters or numbers 
and can’t spell their 
names. They’re too timid 
to interact with their 
teachers and classmates, 
show little interest in 
anything around them 
and - to summarize 
- are completely unen¬ 
gaged. 

You don’t have to be 
a kindergarten teacher 
to predict the outcome 
of the year: One class 
will learn, the other will 
struggle. 

When the students 
enter first grade the fol¬ 
lowing year, the same 
gap will exist, only it’ll 
be larger. In later grades, 
the gap will be larger 
still. 

Barring aggressive 
intervention, the kids 
who began their school 
careers behind are likely 
to remain behind the 
rest of their lives. 

That’s why getting 
our youngest children 
off to a good start - by 
laying a foundation of 
good health and cogni¬ 
tive development that 
enables them to hit the 
ground running in kin¬ 
dergarten - has been one 
of my top priorities as

governor. 

The seeds of learning 
are planted early in life. 
Earlier, even, than kin¬ 
dergarten. Scientists say 
that some 90 percent of 
physical brain develop¬ 
ment occurs from birth 
to age three. 

That’s why we’ve 
brought health care cov¬ 
erage to nearly 60,000 
children whose families 
didn’t have any. 

We’ve improved dental 
care for tens of thou¬ 
sands of children by 
increasing the number 
of dentists who treat 
children and bringing 
treatment straight to our 
classrooms. 

We’re aligning our 
preschool and early 
care programs around 
a common definition of 
kindergarten readiness, 
one that guides our care 
workers in preparing our 
children mentally, physi¬ 
cally, emotionally and 
socially to do the work 
involved in kindergarten. 

And we’re seeking to 
expand access to pre¬ 
school to 4,430 of our at- 
risk 4-year-olds. 

My proposed budget 
for the 2013-2014 bienni¬ 
um - which I presented 
to the General Assembly 
on Jan. 17 - includes $15 
million to expand eligi¬ 
bility to families whose 
incomes are 160 percent 
or less of the federal 
poverty level, up from 
the current cut-off of 150 
percent. 

By the end of my term, 
I intend to set eligibility 
levels at 200 percent or 
below, which would help 
us add 3,920 additional 
children on top of this 
year’s gain.

HB 
89 now goes to the Senate for its con¬ 
sideration. 

House members unanimously 
approved legislation that would help 
cover the cost of child adoption by 
any Kentucky National Guard mem¬ 
ber. Any Kentucky National Guard 
member would be eligible for military 
family-assistance trust funds of up to 
$5,000 to cover the adoption of a child 
with special needs, or up to $3,000 to 
cover the adoption of another child 
under HB 224, which is now before the 
Senate for consideration. The legisla¬ 
tion would help cover unreimbursed 
direct costs, such as licensed adoption 
agency fees, legal fees and medical 
costs incurred by Kentucky National 
Guard members. 

A growing problem with feral pigs 
that may be little known in some areas 
of the Commonwealth received state¬ 
wide attention this week when the 
House Agriculture and Small Business 
Committee passed a concurrent 
resolution to address the issue. HCR 
76 would encourage the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources to study Kentucky’s swell¬ 
ing population of wild pigs, and the 
dangers and problems they create. The 
resolution now goes to the full House 
for approval. 


Anecdotally, this 
makes sense. 

Statistically, it’s a wise 
investment. 

The Committee for 
Economic Development 

— a national nonprofit, 
nonpartisan business- 
led public policy orga¬ 
nization — produced a 
report funded by the Pew 
Charitable Trust that 
studied the benefits of 
early childhood educa¬ 
tion. The report found 
that kids who had access 
to high-quality preschool 
were less likely to drop 
out of school, less likely 
to commit crimes, earned 
higher incomes and were 
healthier. 

Consequently, experts 
say that every dollar 
spent on preschool pro¬ 
grams carries a return 
on investment that rang¬ 
es from $2 to $17. 

The formula is simple 

— we can invest in our 
children early, or we can 
pay substantially higher 
costs later for things 
like remedial school 
work, basic job training, 
expanded welfare and 
prison costs. 

If we don’t give kids 
the best possible start to 
their education, the bill 
comes due again, again 
and again.

Got Coin? It might be just the 
time to cash in. This week, starting 
Tuesday and continuing through 
Saturday, the International Collectors 
Association, in conjunction with the 
Ohio Valley Gold & Silver Refinery, 
will be purchasing all types of silver 
and gold coins direct from the public. 
All types are welcome and the event 
is free. 

Collectors will be on hand to 
identify and sort your coins. Then the 
quality or grade will be determined. 
According to collectors I talked with, 
the better the grade the more they 
are worth. With the current silver 
and gold markets, prices are up for 
older coins too. Any coins minted in 
1970 and before in the U.S. are 90% 
silver, except nickels and pennies. 

The coins worth is determined 
by the rarity and the grade. Old silver 
dollars are worth a great premium 
right now. Even well worn and heavy 
circulated ones are bringing good 
premiums. Franklin and Kennedy 
halves, Washington quarters and 
Mercury and Roosevelt dimes are all 
worth many times their face value. 
While older types like Seated Liberty, 
Standing Liberties, and Barber coins 
are worth even more. 

Gold coins are really worth a 
lot right now according to Brian 
Eades of the International Collectors 
Association. “This countiy didn’t 
start minting coins until 1792,” says 
Eades. “Before that people would 
trade goods using gold dust and 
nuggets. Some shop keepers would 
take more gold than needed to pay 
for items purchased. There was no 
uniform system of making change.” 


The government opened the 
first mints and began distributing 
the coins in i792. By the beginning 
of the i9th century, coins and paper 
currency were wide spread and our 
monetary system was here to stay. In 
1933, Roosevelt required all banking 
institutions to turn in all gold coins. 

Once all banks turned in this 
gold, the president raised the gold 
standard from $20.00 per ounce to 
$33.00 per ounce. This was his way 
of stimulating the economy during 
the great depression. However, gold 
coins were never redistributed after 
the recall. Not all gold coins were 
turned in. Many folks during that 
time didn’t completely trust the 
government and chose to keep their 
gold. 

These gold coins are sought after 
by collectors today and bring many 
times the face value. Any gold coins 
with the mint marks of CC, D or O 
will bring nice premiums. Collectors 
at the event will be glad to show you 
where to look. Other types of coins 
will also be purchase including: 
foreign coins, Indian head cents, two 
cent pieces, half dimes, three cent 
pieces and buffalo nickels to name a 
few. 

Collectors warn people against 
trying to clean their coins as 
significant damage can be done and 
the coins value lessened.
